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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of claims 1 -39 and 82 in the reply filed on May 22, 2008, is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 40-81 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on May 22, 2008. 

3. The subsequent requirement for an election of species is withdrawn. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement filed August 4, 2005, has been considered. 

Specification 

5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is two paragraphs in 
length. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

6. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 
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The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

7. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

8. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the statuses 
of the parent applications should be updated. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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10. Claims 1-39 and 82 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

A. The independent claims in this case recite that the microbe-inhibiting 
compound is optional, yet recite that the composition serves to inhibit microbe 
growth. It is unclear how such inhibition can take place when the microbe- 
inhibiting compound is not necessarily present. 

B. Claim 24 recites a trademark. The relationship between a trademark and 
the product it identifies is sometimes indefinite, uncertain, and arbitrary. The 
formula or characteristics of the product may change from time to time and yet it 
may continue to be sold under the same trademark. In patent specifications, 
every element or ingredient of the product should be set forth in positive, exact, 
intelligible language, so that there will be no uncertainty as to what is meant. 
Arbitrary trademarks which are liable to mean different things at the pleasure of 
manufacturers do not constitute such language. Ex parte Kattewinkle, 12 USPQ 
1 1 (Bd. App. 1931). The second paragraph of 35 USC 112 states: "The 
specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention." Because of the changeable nature of trademarks, the scope of the 
claim is not clear to a hypothetical person possessing the ordinary level of skill in 
the pertinent art and, therefore, fails to serve the notice function required by 35 
USC 112, second paragraph, by providing clear warning to others as to what 
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constitutes infringement of the patent. Solomon v. Kimberly-Clark Corp., 216 
F.3d 1372, 1379, 55 USPQ2d 1279, 1283 (Fed. Cir. 2000). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 1 -39 and 82 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

12. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The closest prior art is US 4,756,839 A. This reference fails to teach microbe- 
inhibiting compounds/microbe-inhibiting effects. There is no motivation to incorporate 
such materials as the composition is for a fire-suppressant composition, designed to 
extinguish a fire and not remain in contact with the substrate to impart beneficial 
properties thereto. 

Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US 7,21 1 ,293 B2 is representative of the state of the prior art.
